The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 3, 4 and 17 are allowed. 

The prior art discloses a method and system for spoofing stations while 
transmitting data through a medium and further discloses sending a message to reset 
an network allocation vector to at least one of an obeying station that resets its 
allocation vector in accordance with the sent message. 

The prior art however fails to disclose or fairly suggest a where the sent message 
indicates an end of a time period for suppressing transmissions by the obeying station 
and transmissions of unknown protocols are given preferential use of the medium when 
the transmissions by the obeying station are suppressed.
